Eminent  Teacher 
Discusses  Next 
Steps  Ahead 

Demonstration  of  Free 
Rhythmic  Acitvity  Is 
Shown  on  Program. 

Dr.  William  H.  Kilpatrick,  who 
holds  the  reputation  of  being  one  of 
America’s  foremost  educational 
philosophers  and  one  of  her  great¬ 
est  teachers,  was  on  the  campus 
last  week  for  the  Sixth  Annual  Con¬ 
ference  on  Elementary  Education, 
which  was  held  Saturday,  March  29. 

The  Conference  opened  at  9:30 
o’clock  Monday  morning  with  a 
demonstration  of  rhythmic  activ¬ 
ities  for  the  grades  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  direction  of  Miss  Day  Weems, 
of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  activities  showed  the  var¬ 
ious  types  of  rhythm  work  suitable 
for  various  age  levels.  The  children 
who  took  part  in  the  demonstration 
were  from  the  Horace  Mann  Ele¬ 
mentary  school.  The  group  of  first 
graders,  who  presented  a  natural  i 
rhythm  dance  were  under  the! 
special  direction  of  Miss  E|lzabeth 
Ann  Botkin. 

Miss  Weems  said  that  dancing 
teachers  should  feel  no  hesitation 
about  using  equipment  for  more 
effective  presentation  of  their 
dances.  As  an  example  of  this  use 
of  equipment  she  mentioned  tho 
Morris  Stick  dance  done  by  a  sev¬ 
enth  and  eighth  grade  group. 

At  10  o’clock  President  Uel  W. 
Lamkln  gave  the  welcoming  address 
to  the  conference.  This  was  follow¬ 
ed  by  the  introduction  of  Dr.  Kil¬ 
patrick  by  Mr.  Homer  T.  Phillips. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  was  ln  charge  of 
the  panel  discussing— “The  Next 
Steps  Ahead."  Members  of  the  panel 
were  school  officials  from  the  state 
of  Missouri,  Instructors  from  this 
faculty  who  participated  in  tho 
panel  discussion  were:  Miss  Mary  E. | 
Keith,  Miss  Chloe  Millikan,  and  Mr.  J 
Homer  T.  Phillips.  Marjorie  Powell, 
a  senior  student  here  at  the  College,1 
represented  the  students  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion.

lation  of  the  Curriculum  to  the 
Child.

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Girardeau  Wins  in 
Indoor  Track  Meet 

Wayne  Taylor  Takes  Mile 
Run  and  Elmer  Barton, 
Sixty-Yard  Dash. 

No  one  asks  any  more  who  won 
the  conference  indoor  track  meet; 
he  merely  asks  "How  many  points 
did  Cape  Girardeau  get?”  For  the 
sixth  straight  time  the  Indians  won 
the  meet  at  Columbia,  and  this 
time  they  marked  down  more  points 
than  all  the  other  teams  together. 
They  took  nine  firsts  and  totaled  up 
68  points,  while  the  Bearcats  were 
second  with  32,  and  the  others  in 
order  were:  Warrensburg  16,  Spring- 
field,  7,  Kirksvllle  5,  and  Rolla  4. 
-Wayne  Taylor’s  recbrd  in  the  half 
mile  of  2:04,  set  last  year,  was  beat¬ 
en  by  Clotfelter  who  lowered  the 
time  to  2:3.3.  Herb  Mulkey,  all 
around  sportsman  from  Cape,  was 
high  point  man  with  two  firsts  and 
a  second. 

..Taylor  secured  one  of  the  first 
places  by  winning  the  mile  run  at 
4;37.7,  and  Barton  won  first  'in  the 
60  yard  dash  at  :06.5.

Three  Records 

New  records— all  entered  by  Cape 
athletes— were  2:03.3  in  the  half 
mile,  set  by  Clotfelter,  who  broke 
a  mark  of  2:04  hung  up  by  Taylor 
of -Maryville  a  year  ago;  13  feet,  14 
inch  in  pole  vault,  set  by  Spurlock, 
the  previous  record  holder;  and  45 
feet,  2  inches  in  the  shot 'put,  set 
by' Wolfe,  who  also  owned  the  pre¬ 
vious  mark. 

”  Taylor  forsook  the  half  mile  mark 
in  which  he  formerly  held  the  rec¬ 
ord  to  win  the  mile  at  4:38.7,  one  of 
twq  first  places  scored  by  Maryville.

Knights  of  Hickory 
Stick  Voice  Opinion 
About  School  Funds 

Group  of  Administrators 
Meet  for  Dinner  and  to 
Study  Legislation. 

With  more  than  125  school  admin¬ 
istrators  and  members  of  boards  of 
education  present  at  their  dinner- 
meeting  on  Saturday  night  follow¬ 
ing  the  Sixth  Annual  Conference  on 
Elementary  Education,  the  Knights 
of  the  Hickory  Stick  passed  three 
resolutions  on  the  subject  of  school 
funds. 

According  to  Tracy'  Dale,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Knights  .of  the  Hickory 
Stick  and  superintendent  of  schools 
in  St.  Joseph,  in  an^afticle  in  the 
St.  Joseph  News-Press,  the  organ¬ 
ization  studied  legislation  pending 
in  the  State  of  Missouri  and  approv¬ 
ed  house  bill  No.  207,  which  would 
set  aside  one-third  of:  the  state’s 
general  revenue  fund  for  schools,  as 
has  been  the  custom  the  past  fifty- 
two  years.  The  members  urged  that 
the  practice  be  continued. 

The  members  also  asked  that 
house  bill  No.  419,  which  would  al¬ 
low  schools  in  the  larger  cities, 
such  as  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and 
St.  Joseph,  a  larger  portion  of  the 
school  funds,  be  made  a  law. 

In  a  third  resolution  approved, 
the  members  voiced  opposition  to 
senate  resolution  No.  2,  which 
would  make  it  possible  to  earmark 
parts  of  the  state’s  general  fund 
for  specific  purposes.  Such  a  pro¬ 
cedure,  said  the  resolution,  would 
take  money  from  the  general  fund, 
from  which  the  schools  obtain  sup¬ 
port  under  the  present  setup. 

Flat  Chests  Indicate 

Physical  Superiority 

Minneapolis,  Minn,.— (ACP) — Flat 
chests  are  a  sign  of  physical  super¬ 
iority  rather  .than  weakness,  ac¬ 
cording  to  research  experiments  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  S.  A.  Welsman  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota. 

Dr.  Weisman’s  findings  show  a 
distlnot  correlation  between  depth 
of  chest  and  certain  lung  ailments. 

Prom  compilation  of  the  thoracic 
I  indexes — ratio  of  depth  of  chest  to 
1  width — of  more  than  22,000  children 
and  adults,  Dr.  Weisman  discovered 
that  the  average  aduit' chest  indexes 
at  .670  while  a  so-called  weak  chest 
averages  about  .770, approximately  10 
per  cent  deeper.  ;• 

“The  normal,  healthy  chest,"  Dr. 
Weisman  declared,  “is  flat  and 
wide."

'  280  prominent  physicians  and  sur- 
1  geons  who  operate  through  regional 
1  branches  that  have  been  established 
1  in  principal  cities  throughout  the 
!  United  States.  Already,  the.  Com¬ 
mittee  has  collected  and  shipped 
’  overseas  more  than  $157,000  worth 
of  surgical  Instruments,  drugs,  vac¬ 
cines,  serums,  pharmaceuticals,  vlta- 
’  mins,  biologicals,  concentrated  foods 
1  and  other  vital  supplies. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Supply 
'  Committee  of  America  Is  faced  with 
’  a  difficult  situation  in  equipping 
\  emergency  field  hospitals  and  help- 
1  ing  to  combat  the  ever  rising  danger 
of  epidemics  and  diseases  threaten- 
1  ing  England  and  Greece  as  the  war 
grows  more  intense.  Furthermore, 

1  the  Committee  has  recently  expand¬ 
ed  its  facilities  to  enable  sending 
medical  aid  to  the  Free  French 
Forces  in  Africa  as  well  as  to  the 
Royal  Norwegian  Convoy  servicing 
'  British  ships  out  of  Canada. 

These  sets  are  specifically  design¬ 
ed  to  enable  surgeons  to  perform 
any  type  of  emergency  operation  at 
the  scene  of  the  injury.  They  are 
secured  through  the  contributions  of 
organizations,  institutions,  and  pri¬ 
vate  persons.  First  aid  kits  are  pur¬ 
chased  and  shipped  insured  either 
to  the  Free  French  in  Africa  or  to 
the  Norwegian  Convoys  in  Canada 
■for  $70;  complete  surgical  operating 
sets  are  purchased  and  shipped  in¬ 
sured  for  $200.  Each  unit  bears  a 
plate  inscribed  with  the  name  of 
the  Individual  or  group  making  the 
donation. 

Hie  committee  of  physicians  and 
surgeons  to  continue  their  aid  to 
the  stricken  non-combatants  and 
other  innocent  war  Victims  abroad 
are  accepting  donations,  large  or 
small,  mailed  directly  to  the  na¬ 
tional  headquarters  of  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Supply  Committee  of 
America,  420  Lexington  Avenue, 
New  York  City. 

“Thousands  of  suffering  people  in 
Great  Britain  and  Greece  are  cry¬ 
ing  for  help — don’t  let  them  down  I” 
is  the  word  the  committee  sends 
out.
